TAKOWA, the Comanche boy, stood beside 
the cooking pots in front bf his father's 
white buffalo skin tipi, and scowled fiercely. 
His dari black eyes were fastened on the 
trotting ponies and the black-painted wairiors 
astride them, who were following the war 
chief, One Arrow, otit of the encampment for 
a surprise attack on the Osages who had been 
raiding the Comanche horse herds. 

"1 am old enough to go," he told the soft 
bree^e that swirled around the tipi. "I am 
twetve, If I An not win my eagle feather eooii. 
I will be t.oo nld to fight ! I will be grey and 
wrmkled and weak, like He-ty-oka!"
